The rehab project is divided 
into 33 different areas (or Slates) 
for management purposes. Fach 
of the stages is setup with an 
estimated time to begin and a 
time to complete, with the entire 
project taking from 18 months to 
two years, depending on timing 
of each portion and weather con 
ditions

Commission supplements life insurance

The Coffee County 
Commissioners meeting in reg- 
ular session Monday moming 
addressed several issues and 


~ handled routine. matters in just : 


under an hour. 

The subject drawing the most 
discussion among the commis- 
sioners Was a proposal present- 
ed by Commissioner Robert 
Stephens. 

He noted that-all benefits, 
such as holidays, vacations and 
health coverage are equal for 
county employees with one 
exception, that béing the death 
benefit. 

Stephens pointed out -that 
under the current life insurance 
policy, all employees’ beneficia- 
ries receive $25,000 in the event 
of their death except those 
employees who are 70 years of 
age and older. Upon an employ- 
ee reaching his or her 70th birth- 
day, the benefit is reduced to 


. $5,000. 


Commissioner Stephens 
made a motion that the county 
guarantee that all beneficiaries 
receive $25,000 as a death ben- 
efit. This means that'in the event 
of a county employee's death 
who is over the age of 70, the 


county will pay:$20,000 out of 
county coffers in addition to the 
insurance company’s $5,000, 


Currently, there are four. 


employees who are 70 years old 
or older working forthe county. 
The-déstign-was asked if the 


- Current insuranvte carrier would 


increase the death benefit to 
$25,000 for those employees 
over 70 for an increase in-their, 
premium. County Administrator 
Wilson Mobley told commis- 
sioners that they would nof do 
SO. 

After a motion to table. the 
matter for further study failed’to 
pass by a 3.4 vote, Stephens’ 
motion was put to a vote. It 
passed by a 4-3 vote. 
Commissioners voting in favor 
of the action were: 
Commissioners Stephens, 
Bernest Brooks, Kayo Lewis 
and Linda Westbrook. Casting 
nay voles were: Commissioners 
Tom’ -Grimsley, Doug 
Dalrymple, and Jim Thompson: 
The legality of this action (pay- 
ing a death benefit out of the 
county's general fund) is in 
question and is being researched 
by the county’s attorney. 

Later» in the _ session, 
Commissioner Grimsley asked 
that Mobley be allowed to look

tively, 

During the discussion on the 
bid-award, representatives from 
both firms assured the commis- 
sioners that the lawn care would 
be. performéd in accordance 
with the specifications set forth 
in ‘the invitation to bid. They 
also told commissioners that 
they would meet all necessary 
requirements and guidelines 
when administering any chemi- 
cals during the course of lawn 
care, 

The final phase of the coun- 
ty’s federally funded Hazard 
Mitigation Program was carried 
out “in| Monday's meeting. 
Commissioners awarded the bid 
for demolition/removal of any 
remaining structures. and the 
cleaning of the — properties 
acquired by the county during 
this’ flood related program. 
There are six (6) remaining 
locations in the county to be 
dealt with. 

Low bidder on the project was 
Donald Hussey & Sons of Elba. 
with a bid of $7,896.75. The 
only other bid was .from 
Danny's Dozer Service of Elba. 
Their bid was $18,500.00. 

After opening both bids, com- 
missioners recessed briefly to 
review the bids and be certain 
that all requirements had been 
addressed in the bids before 
making the award: 

Zack Enms, jail administrator 
for Coffee County, gave com- 
missioners an update on the 
jail’s condition, “At the present, 
everything is going well, main- 
tenance wise,” he said, “We're 
having mostly routine mainte- 
nance problems that are being 
attended to by county mainte- 
nance personnel,” 

He told commissioners that he 
was averaging housing between 
105 and 113 inmates. On 
Monday, there were 113 prisdn- 
ers in the county jail - 32 state 


—— 


inmates, 13 City of Enterprise, 3 
City of Elba, 3 Town of New 
Brockton, 62 county prisoners. 

The county engineer’s report 
to’ the commission was also 
brief. Randy Tindell told com- 
missioners. that. Co. Rd, 308 
would be closed beginning 
February 19 due*to the’ start of 
construction to réplace the two 
bridges. These are ..the two 
“famous” bridges that Governor 
Don Siegelman was pictured 
with, his hand sticking through 
one of the timbers supporting 
the Pike: The construction 
Should take Between 4 to 6 
months. 

County Administrator 
Mobley presented several items ~ 
for the consideration of the 
commissioners during the gen- 
eral business session of the 
meeting. 

He told commissioners that it 
is time once again to set the’tax 
millage rates for the county for 
the upcoming year. The com- 
mission approved 7 mills for the 
general fund, 3.5 mills for pub- 
lic roads, bridges and buildings, 
5 mills for county-wide schools. 

Mobley asked for, and 
received, permission to estab- 
lish a petty cash fund for the 
Solid waste office located in the 
County Complex. He noted that 
by not having cash on hand, it 
has posed a’ problem at times in 
making change for individuals 
paying their garbage collection 
fee with large denomination 
bills. 

At the request of John Brim, 
who is the county’s data pro- 
cessing manager, Mobley asked 
that a list of various pieces of 


_ equipment that are either obso- 


lete or damaged beyond repair 
be approved for disposal in the 
county landfill. None of the 
items are salvageable with the 
exception of a Sharp copier. 
The motion was made by 
Commissioner Stephens and 
seconded by Commissioner 
Brooks that the request be 
approved with the stipulation 
that the copier be given to the 
Ino Senior Citizens Center for 
their use if feasible. The motion 
passed by unanimous vote. 
Mobley suggested that com- 
missioners pre-approve the 
sending out of bids for the repair 
of the control console damaged 
by the recent flooding of the jail, 
He noted that the insurance 
adjustors from the.county's car- 
rier, through the State of 
Alabama Department Risk 
Management, are working on

“Good Scents 
and Bad Scents” 


The nose of the whitetail deer is probably responsible for more 
deer hunters failing to bring home the venison than any other factor. 
It's true they have an excellent heating ability and decent eyesight. 
but & buck’s nose is his equivalent to the U.S. Radar Defense 
System. . 

~ How many times have you heard that disappointing “alarm 
“snort” when. going to or from your stand, Most of the commercial 

cover scents will at least provide some suppression of human odor, 
but many believe a dusting of baking soda after a good shower with 
non-scented soap is just as affective, ~~ nics 

As deer hunters we concentrate our efforts primarily on cover 
scents to mask our scent. or attractant scents that appeal to the love 
miking thoughts of the dominant buck, But many are overlooking 
another option that can be added to there little bag of “good smell 
ticks” that can be very productive during the rut. 

A “challenge scent” used correctly cam bring the dominant buck 
on the run to a hunter just as u whiff of human scent can make dis- 
appear. Like many of our big game animals, déer are very territor- 
ial, and there is no time of the year When bucks are more territorial 
than during the rut. 


The dominant buck is familiar with the smell of other bucks that 


live in his territory. Since most of these bucks are younger or bucks 
he has already defeated in a battle that established him as the boss, 
he doesn’t get upset when he gets a whiff of one of these familiar 
deer, ; 

Dominant bucks begin marking their territory during the pre-rut 
by making rubs on trees that says in buck language “Keep Out- My 
Territory”. It is at this stage the dominant buck gets more ageres- 
sive towards any intruder buck that enters his territory. Breeding 
hus not usually begun at this stage, but lines.are being drawn. 

lt isatthis stage the challenge scents begin to become effective. 
Some hunters make their own challenge scents by combining tarsal 
glands and buck urine. Several of the large deer scent suppliers 

| offer challenge scents ready to use. 
|’ While the dominant buck doesn’t like intruding bucks during the 
| pre-rut, he gets down right fighting mad when the rut begins and he 
| thinks another buck is stealing his girlfriends; Once scrapes are 
| actually being made and does start breeding, the challenge scent 
combined with a little doe-in-estrus scent applied to a scrape can be 
the wick that puts a wall hanger in your den, 
Dominant bucks do loose some of their natural caution during the 
rut while they are busy hunting does and running off inwuder bucks, 
| but they are nobody's fools. Proper camouflage, good hygiene, 
avoiding aftershave and perfume. airing hunting clothes outside 
before putting them on, stand location, stealth and a good challenge 
scent all combined together just may be the trick that makes a visit 
“to the taxidermist necessary.

The Division of Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fish of the Alabama 
Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources manages 
23 public lakes in 20 counties 
throughout the State, These 
lakes range in-size from 13 to 
184 acres for a total of 1.912 
surface acres, including the 
newly renovated and reopened 
Monroe County Lake. 

All lakes were originally 
stocked with largemouth bass. 
bluegill, and redear sunfish 
(shellcracker), Bass fishing is 
good year round, Bluegill and 
redear sunfish are abundant and 
easily caught by bank and boat 


anglers from late spring through 
early fall, Crappie are also pre- 
sent in. several lakes and are 
caught primarily in March, 
April and May. 

Channel catfish are stocked 
annually at all sites, and ‘are 
most easily caught from late 
spring through summer, Hybrid 
striped bass and rainbow trout 
are also stocked in designated 
lakes, 

Anglers 12 years and older 
must purchase a $2 daily fishing 
permit.

Several of these bills have been passed at local businesses in the past 
lew days. Pictured below are front views of each of the confiscated 
bills, On the old $10 bill there is a possibility other bills will bear 
the same serial number as the one pictured above, This may also be 
true on die $20. In examining the $10, when held up to the light, the 
front is very noticeably out of line with the back, The texture of the 
paper used on both bills is noticeably’ “slicker” than on the real 
thing. IL is easier to determine if the $20 is counterfeit because when 
it is held up to the light, the bar code is not present nor is the sil- 
houette of Andrew Jackson present in the lower rightshand side of 
the bill, The printing on béth bills will smear when dampened, 
Anyone coming into possession of the counterfeit bills should con- 
tact local law enforcement immediately, If possible, take note of the 
person passing the bill and/or the tag number of the vehicle he or she 


is driving.
